ven and earth, and his preſenceis in all, and over-all, who ig 
bleſſed for ever, and is infinite,and withour perſon, or confi. 
ned being, and the Scripture no where in true tranfJation, 
doth denominate God, Chriſt and the ſpirit by perſons, and 
perſonall beings, nor doth diſtinguiſh them into three per- 
. fons; for perſons are relatedto carnall, as I have ſaid, and 
perſons is to low,too-denominate God andChriſt and the ſpi.

whorc,of whoſctcup thou haft drunk, 1ndwould alſo give ic to others 
that they. may drink it alſo, and to accompliſh which eyjl end thou 
haſt perverted the'Scriptares As 2. 39. for the Scripture hath no ſuch 
thing intended in it, as to the baptiling of infants, for wh ich end 
thou haſt faltely citcd ir, for though the promiſe is to as many as the 
Lord our God ſhall call, yet what is this to the ſprinkling of infants, 
which thou aſſerts as a principle of Religion, and would feem'to zn+ 
force ir, by vertac of the Scripture mentioned? but thou haſt abuſed 
. - the Scripture, - and ſhewed thy ſclfe to be diſagreeing to the holie 
; Miniſters and Apoſtlcs of Chriſt, and to be agreeing with the falſe 
Church of Rome, and this is anſwer ſufficient to thee.

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Iolants void o” underſtanding, have any afſurance or title in theCo . 
yvenant of life cternal, butwho are regen:zrated and born of the ele& 
ſeed, for the unchanged and degenerated, in chat tate hath no ti= 


le nor right in the Covenant, but Abrahams ſeed which is heir of the: 


omile, which is born of God and not from below,to that is the Co» 
venant;lo thou halt ſpoken things thou knoweſt not, and haſt mani- 
fefted thy falſe principles which thoa walkeſt in,and would cauſe 0s 
thers to receive them alſo. 

Then thou ſpeakeft, of bread and wine, which(Caift thou)are the out= 
ward (ignes in the Lord;Supper, and are aſeal of the Covenant alſo, &c. 
Anſ. The ſupper of the Lordis the bread of eternal life , the bodie 
' and blood of Chriſt, and who cats thereof ſhall never dic, norhun= 
ger and thurſt any morc; and as for bread and wine vititl: and car« 
nal, that Is not the real Supper of the Lord, and even the pureſt infti=. 


tion and practice chereot is but a repreſentation of a thing, and not * 


the very thing, and the end and ſubſtance being come, the outward 
lign may be negle&ed ; But as for the manner and inſtitution of that 
oratice in the Church of Exgland, and the praftife it ſelte , we des 
ny co be either a fign of good paſt, or to come z but in anl1dolatrous 
way itis leId torch, and notin ary true honour to God; for he is 
thereby diſhonoured 3 forthe falſe Church hath gotten the forme of 
that praQtice as well as of many others,{which the eruc Church once 
praftiſed) without the power, and now doth praRtiſe many things,

the Apoſtles did, yet having not the ſame Spzrit to lead you, nor be= 
ing guidcd thereby as rhe ſaints and the Apoſtles were, your works 
are but Idolatry and torma], and not accepted of the Lord, but ſtinks 
in his noſtrcls, and your covenant is outward, and your ſcals out 
ward, your Baptiſm and Supper outward-and carnal, and while 
pou arc with zcal proſecuting. your outward proformances and fol. 
owing them, you neglc& the inward, and the ſubltance, which is 
Chriſt wichin you the hope of glory, which if he be in you, then the 
body of fin is put off, ind the vail is done away, and the repreſentati= 
ons are done away, andthe ſubſtance and ſalvation is come, and if 
Chiift b: not in you, you are reprobates, notwithſtanding all your 
protefſion and praiſes of outward dutics unto God withour his 
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And whereas thou haſt quoted, Col. 3.10, Gal. 5.17. Romq.23. to 
prove that the new man, the ſpirit or Law of the mind , is called the

Anſ. Hereby openly thou haſt ſhewed thy ſelf to be a perverter of 
the Scriptures and a wreſter of them to thy own deſtruftion; ſor ler 
but reaſonable men peruſe the Scriptures mentioned by thee,and {+ 
if there be ſuch a thing in them as held forth by thee ; that the new 
mangthe ſpirit or Law of the mind, is called imperfc& Sandifica. 
tion,which.chou haſt aſſerted,and cited thoſe texts to prave it, but tg 


as to the thing it ſclt I have anſwered befores onely this is to 


| ſhew,thy manncrof perverting Scriptures; which is the-work of the . 
__- evil ſpirit in thee,and not the work of the Spirit of God. 


And thus 1 have examined ſome part of thy principles of Religi. 


. on which thou haſt put forth into the world, for others to learn; and 


the error and falſneſs of them is Jaid open , and how contrary to

to thy good 3 but if thou ſhalt be (liff.necked, and harden thy hearty 
then (hall thy condemnation be the greater and thy Judgement the 
more juſt 3 becauſe God hath warncd thec,and given thee a day of 
viſitation, and ſheywed thee the error of thy wayes and judgement 
that thou mighteſt forſake thy tranſgreſſions , and be converted and 
live 3 but whether chou ſhalt harden thy heart and rewain in error, 


. or repent or turn from it 3 my reward is with the Lord, and in him

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"Thave peace in this matter 3 whatſocyer, thy mind ſhall be towards 
- me in my work; {or I ftand nct to mans judgement while 1 cannot 
be convinced of error in this bulincſs, and if thou ſhalt envy me, 
and have wrath in thy heart cowards me, becauſe [| have dealc fo 
plainly with thee in reproving of thee 3 then chou wilt bur add to thy 
own fin, and add more wrath up in ftore againſt thy fclf againlt 
the eime of thy judgement, znd a greater burden will lie upon thy 
conſcience ; wheretore cor:{tifer of theſe things and let not the day 
of thy viſication paſſe ov-r, and be ſhut up with the night of dark« 
neſs, and thou we cverlaſtinzly condemned 3 And if thou ſhale vin» 
dicate thy own falſe principles, by aniwering to me again 3 thinking 
toclcar thy ſelf , and to reprove me, that will not prove thy telt 
wey becauſe thou wants the truth and figkteouineſs to ſtand by 
thee ; and to appear bold in a bad cauſe, will ſh:w more wicked» 
neſs, then iign of repentance zand if thou do antwer a ſound reply 
will further unfold the miſteric of iniquitic that Iyes hid in thee, 
and be thy greatcr ſhames And as for thee and all che falſe Mini- 
ſters, God hath diſcovered you, and you are made bare and naked, 


and che falſe woman the Whore, your meother, her ſhame is dife -, 
covered and her judgement is come, and God is avenging us on.
